Yes-
terday and last night thelr conditions showed
s marked Improvement,

Pedro Mancuso s the most scri-
pusly Injured. Besldes the three deep kulfe
wounds In his shoulders and back he has &
gunshot wound In his breast. He is at his
home, 2088 Poppleton avenue, guarded by
an oMcer. Charles Costanzo 18 confined in
the hospital ward at the clty jall. A careful
examination of his wound yesterday morning
showed it to be but slight. He is not con-
fined to his bed wnd roams about his room
moaning, with his hands to lLis stomach.
Unless blood polsoning sets in he will pull
through all right. He ls 83 years old, but
bas a rugged constitution.

The police are convinced that aged Charles
Costapzo fired the shot that may result in
the death of Mancuso. A thirty-elght caliber
revolver, with a cylinder fllled with recently
discharged sheMfa, was found In his shanty,
The barrel of the weapon s badly fouled,
According to what little could be gotten
from Sam Marasco and Nick Barbato, con-
fined In the city jall as witnesses, It would
